PETITION TO WITHDRAW THE HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT

Sir: 

On December 5, 2008, the USPTO issued a Notice of Abandonment with respect to the 
above-referenced US patent application. The Notice of Abandonment was issued based on the 
failure of the Applicants to respond to a Notification of Missing Requirements which was 
evidently mailed on March 12, 2008. However, because the Applicants and the Applicants' 
representatives never received the Notification of Missing Requirements, it is respectfully 
submitted that the Notification of Abandonment be withdrawn. 

In support of the request to withdraw the Notification of Abandonment, the Applicants' 
undersigned representative notes that each time an Office Action or other communication 
requiring a response is received from the USPTO, the due date for responding to the 
communication is docketed in both the "master docket" of the firm, as well as the undersigned 
representative's personal docket. As the period for responding to the Notification of Missing 
Requirements is two months from the mailing date of the Notification, the initial due date for 
responding to the Notification of Missing Requirements issued March 12, 2008 would be May 
12, 2008. In this regard, a copy of the "master" (global) firm docket for Monday, May 12, 2008 
is enclosed herewith. As is clearly evident from the copy of the master docket, there is no entry 
for responding to a Notification of Missing Requirements for the above-referenced US patent 



application (corresponding to Attorney Docket No. 2006_1 196A). Furthermore, a copy of the 
Applicants' docket for the month of May, 2008 is also enclosed. As noted on this docket, there 
is also no entry for responding to the Notification of Missing Requirements on May 12, 2008. 
Thus, it is submitted that a review of the docketing system for the Applicants' representative 
reveals that the Notification of Missing Requirements was never received. In addition, the 
Applicants' undersigned representative has searched through and reviewed the contents of the 
file for the above-referenced US patent application, and this search confirms the understanding 
that the Notification of Missing Requirements was never received by the Applicants' 
representative. Furthermore, it is noted that when a communication regarding a US application is 
received from the USPTO, the communication is placed in the file and recorded on the cover 
sheet of the application file, along with the due date. However, as indicated on the copy of the 
cover of the application file for this matter, the Notification of Missing Requirements was not 
recorded in the usual location under "PTO Communications." 

In view of the above explanation and the evidence submitted herewith, it is respectfully 
submitted that the Notification of Missing Requirements apparently mailed March 12, 2008 was 
not received by the Applicants or the Applicants' representative. Therefore, the USPTO is 
respectfully requested to withdraw the holding of abandonment in connection with the above 
application, and issue a new Notification of Missing Requirements in this matter.
